2, engine 556, of the Wabash railront 
at the Water street crossing on tho 31 si 
day of August, 1896, at about 10:10 p. 
m." 


The jurymen were Dr. H I). Hell, Dr. 


E. B. Walston, E. B. Boone, A. W. Hen- 
dricks, Will Chenowoth and L. H. Clark. 


The Evidence. 


Tha witnesses were E. E. Kirkbrlde, 


motorman; 
Pleasant Samms, Horatio 


Vandeveer, Earl Davidson, Engineer \V. 
X. Mitchell, Fireman David Rolason, and 
F. U. Good. 


The ilrst four witnesses testified to see- 


ing Mrs. Thoiuasun driving toward tho 
tracks, but they were unable to toll 
whether she drove into the train or the 
train struck her as she drove on the crass- 
ing. 
Those who were looking toward her 


at the time had their view obstructed. 


Engineer W. N. Mitchell, of Wabash 


pnssBngor train No. 2, testified as follows: 


"I live at 444 North Broadway. I was 


the engineer on train No. 2. I was not 
aware that we struck anything at the 
Wabash crossing at Water street on the 
night of August 31.1800. Wo whistled 
for the station on the bridge and imme- 
diately started the bell, which is rung by 
air.

also whistled for West Main, 


Edward street, and for Water street. We 
were rnrning eighteen or twenty miles an 
hour. 
The headlight went out just after 


wo passed the crossing.

mine who is somewhat of an epicure 
and was more corpulent than he cared 
to be, said: "itucon, I am 13 or 20 
pounds heavier than 1 ought to be. How 
L-un I take tliat weight off without diet- 
ing? I am willing to.worlt a bit but I 
won't deny myself the pleasures of the 
table." 


'Punch the ball!" I responded. "Ball 


lunching is one of the best of physical 
naethods of reducing the v, eight and im- 
proving the wind of flesh}- people. When 
a ball is, fought, energetically and per- 
sistently, the exercise produces profuse

perspiration. E\ cry muscle of the body 
and limbs is brought into pUn and there 


little or no danger of strainingunj*of 


them ami that is more than can be said 
lif 'pully lifting, and manj other kinds 
of g-jmnastic work. Fat fairly melts 
away fiom the regular ball puncher 
and he obtains nearly all the benefits 
of sparring without any cf its incon- 
veniences, such as bloody nose-s, black 
eyes, or bruises." My friend took my 
advice, bought him a. punching ball, 
fought it for 3% or !'0 months, accord- 
ing to my ad\icc, nntl now he tips the 
scales 70 pounds lighter than he was 
and he look*, and feels 50 per cent, bet- 
ter than he did before he beg-au the ex- 
ercise. 


Thtr "punching- ball" of to-dn_\ differs 


veiy materially 1rom the "fighting bag" 
which was used in the da.s.s of Tom 
Ilycr, Yankee Sullivan, Ileenan 
and 


Savers, and e\eu in .loe f'oburn's time. 
The bag then used was a huge affair, 
nearly U-s tall as (he man and tw ice as 
bulky. It was filled w i l h cotton, oats 
and such like hea\y yielding material 
xuitil it weighed about what its user's in- 
tended opponent was supposed to scale. 
It was suspended by a rope, from the 
ceiling in a room so that its center of 
gravity wa a littleabo\e its usei's shoul- 
ders. Naturally, in responding to blows, 
pushes or shoves, it swung slowly and 
ponderously. The man who fought it, 
not only punched it with nil his power 
but collided against it with his shoul- 
ders and body. This method of exe- 
ercise, was in a measure similar to the 
•jostling and 
shouldering opponents 


weie expected to receive in a fight. 


The first "fast ball" worthy of note, 


was the intention of the proprietor of a 
Cleveland gtymmisium, named 
Prof. 


Kumsey, who is credited with 
being 


Mark Hanna's teacher of sparring. This 
bag or ball was merely a rubber ball, 
about a foot in diameter, inclosed in a 
can\as covering and suspended from 
the ceiling by a cord. The bottom of the 
ball, which was hung on aim el with its 
user's shoulders, was fa-stened to the 
floor by a rubber strap, which was just 
loose enough, to permit the ball to fly- 
back about a foot when sharply hit 


permits it to revolre longitudinally ^ 
should it not be struck fairly. 


John L. Sullivan was the first pugilist 


of note to use the present form of ball 
in his training. A few days before he 
fought Paddy Ryan for the champion-- 
ship of America, at Mississippi City, he 
g-ave an exhibition of ball punching- in 
his training quarters at 
Caxrollton, 


above New Orleans, that amazed and 
delighted his friends. His last blow 
burst the ball and as it collapsed, Ar- 
jthur Chambers exclaimed: "John, if 
I eee you let go that way at Hyan, in 
the ring, I'll shut my eyes, for I don't 
want to see him murdered." 


Dominick McCaffrey was the first 


pugilist to give public exhibitions of 
ball punching. They were given ill a 
Bowery museum, but they did notmeet 
n iththehearty approval of the "toughs" 
of that famous thoroughfare. It was 
just after his four-round contest with 
Charley Mitchell and lie was frequently 
told by members of his "awjence:" "Oh, 
yes! you kin punch a bull <all right, but 
how about Ctarley Mitchell ?" 


One of the greatest exhibitions of ball- 


punchiaig ever given was that given 
by Jim Corbett, in Madison Square 
garden, a few davs before he started 
feouth to wrest the championship from 
John L. Sulliv an. On that -occasion the 
disk ut-ed on the stage, was two feet 
?ix inches above the top of his head and 
the center of the %all was jubt below 
his chin. Among his other feats, that 
day, 
he fought the ball with both hands 


ns rapidly as he could hit out, for three 
minutes,vvithoutcessation. Oood judges 
estimated that he sent the tall against 
the disk not less than 120 times each 
minute, or 300 times in all. The ball 
wa.s blown up very tight, and its resil- 
lianey was very great. Assuming that 
the ball traveled five feet each time it 
was struck, it went 1,800 in all, or about 
one-third of a mile. This was great 
speed when it is remembered that th« 
ball changed direction 240 times a min- 
ute. 


The four greatest ball-punchers in the 


pugilistic profession are Torum.y Eyan, 
Jim Corbett, I!ob Fitzsimfnons and 
Young Griffo. 
I'nr&on. Duvies claims 


that Kya-n is the best of the lot and T, 
um inclined to cigree-with him. Corbett 
makes ball-puneh;ng one of t he features 
of his theatrical entei tainments. Bob 
Fitzsimmons alternates his list blows 
with jabs with his elbows and he can 
make the ball fairly "ouch" each time 
he uses them on it. Griffo, too, is very 
Hood at. his elbow work.

hud cause it to quickly rebound. This 
ball was a great improvement on its 
predecessor, for its use made a man 
much quicker in his mo\ements. Its 
great defect was the fact that it had 
lo be driven away directly in a line 
with its puncher's position or it would 
tev olve in a ci rcle and hai e to be stopped 
to be steadied. 


The present form of punching- ball 


is in its general construction somewhat 
akin to the football employed by our 
collegians in their games, only ordi- 
nary leather is used for the covering in- 
stead of pig skin. The bail is usually 
suspended from a.ceiling, but where 
the ordinary,ceiling is too high, awood- 
en disk about six or eight feet in diam- 
eter is used instead. This disk is main- 
ly what makes the ball so useful. Ordi- 
narily it is suspended from the regular 
jeilrng by strong iron rods, so that it 
forms a pseudo-ceiling- about eight or 
«ine feet from the floor. The cord sus- 
pending the ball can be raised or low- 
ered, so that the center of the ball can 
he brought, ns the puncher may desire, 
to the level of either his chin or shoul- 
flera. Generally the cord is attached 
to the ball bv a metal swivel, which

After 
that, for the next fortnight, the taipth 
of the rounds can be increased to two 
minutes.

After a bout 
with the ball the body should be wiped 
until thoroughly dry, theu a quick 
sponge bath should be taken, aud if the 
puncher, after drying himself, will rub 
himself \\ith witch hazel and alcohol 
and hand-rub himself until he is per- 
fectly dry, ami then don clean under- 
wear, lie will go forth from the room 
not only lighter in body and henrt than 
he was when he entered it, but also 
wonderfully refreshed and imigontted.

monthly statement of the public debt Is- 
sued from the Treasury department shows 
that at tho close of bu siness yesterday tbn 
public debt less cash in the treasury was 
$Er78,497.19fi which is an increase tor tho 
month of $13,343.68* which is accounted 
for by tho loss of nearly exactly that 
amount of cash on hand due to the excess 
of expenditures over receipts. 


The debt is recapitulated 
as follows: 


Interest bearing debt 8840,364,200 debt 
on which interest has cea=ed since matu- 
rity $1,022.<JliO; debt bearing no interest 
S372.S5IJ,47<i. 
This amount, however, 


floes not include §563,450,973 in certifi- 
cates and Treasury notes outstanding 
and offset by an equal amount of cash iri 
the Treasury. 


The cash iu the Treasury is classified

jtgaiust which there are demand liabili- 
ties amomiting to $606,042,845, which 
leaves 8243,346,400 cash in the Treasury.
